ROME, June 17.—(/)—The retri- 
bution of Premier Mussolini's fascist 


i'government was Visited at dawn this 


morning upon two Italian terrorists 
who were convicted of having plotted 
against il duce’s life. 

The two were Domenico Bovone and 
his assistant, Angelo Sbardellotto. 
Bound astride a chair, they were shot 
to death from the back, Bovone at 
5:16 a. m. and Sbardellotto at 5:45 
a. m., just as the first light was 
breaking over the grim walls of Fort 
Bravetta, on the outskirts of Rome.

The solidity of 
the trump suit seemed assured, and if 
the spades could be readily establish- 
ed, losers in clubs could be discarded 
on established low cards in that suit. 

The Queen of hearts was then led 
from Dummy, and a small heart led 
to the closed hand.

The question of making the game 
now depended upon driving out the 
spade Ace before the club Ace was 
taken from the Dummy. The drop of 
the Ten, while it might possibly méan 
a singleton, appeared improbable, due 
to the distribution of the Dummy and 
South hands. Mrs. Potts decided that 
the most probable distribution of the 
spades was two in the East hand and 
four in the West, the West holding 
probably including the Ace. She, 
therefore, now led the spade Queen, 
and when the Knave of spades drop- 
ped from the East hand, the success 
of her plan of play- seemed assured. 
West won the trick with the Ace, and 
returned a club to remove an entry 
The Ace was play- 
ed. the 5 of spades returned and ruffed 
with the heart King in the closed 
hand. East’s last trump was then 
picked up by leading a small heart 
to the Knave, which had been retain- 
ed in the Dummy as an essential re- 
entry, and two clubs discarded on the 
now established spades, thereby mak- 
ing the contract of four-odd, which 
was attainable by no other line of 
play. 7 

TODAY'S POINTER. 


The question of retaining a means 
of entry into one hand or the other 
—that is, maintaining a line of com- 
munication—is vital to the play of al- 
most every hand. It is useless to es- 
tablish low cards in a suit in the 
Dummy, if the Dummy retains no 
card by which the value of these es- 
tablished cards may be realized.

To Head Board of Regents 


Hughes Spalding, prominent Atlan- 
ta attorney and active alumni worker 

of the University of Georgia. Fri- 
day was named chairman of the board 
of regents of the University of Geor- 
gia system. 

The board elected him to succeed 
W. D. Anderson, of Macon, president 
of the Bibb Manufacturing Company. 
who resigned two weeks ago. 

The new chairman was largely in- 
strumental in raising the money for 
the new law building at the univer- 
sity. He is a son of Jack J. Spald- 
ing, who is also a leading Atlanta 
lawyer.

Mr. Weltner, who is also chair- 
man of the committee on education, 
was nominated for the chairmanship 
of the board. but withdrew his name 
from consideration and also resigned 
his viee chairmanship on the plea 
that either office would interfere with 
his duties on the important eommit- 
tee. 

Dr. Thomas F. Greene, of Athens, 
was made chairman of the commit- 
tee op organization and law, sue- 
ceeding Spalding. 

W. J. Vereen, of Moultrie, was 
named chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, sueceeding’ Callaway. 

Mr. Spalding’s term as chairman 
will run until July 1, 7. 

Tribute was paid to Mr. Ander- 


}son personally and to his talents as 
an executive in a resolution adopted 
by the board and signed by all meme 
bers present. 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved,” 
the resolution said, “that we convey 
to him our genuine and deep affec- 
tion, and our sincere regret that we 
will be deprived of our association 
with him and that our state institu- 
tions of higher learning will lose the 
benefit of his genius.” 

Mr. Spalding expressed deep ap- 
preciation of the confidence shown :n 
‘him in his election as chairman, and 
said it would be a “difficult task to 
fill this position as acceptably a2 
my predecessor. Mr. Anderson.” 

“However,” he went on, “thanks 
to him, we are enjoying an efficient 
organization and seem to have the 
confidence of all the institution heads 
in the university system, which they 
expressed in an unanimous resolution 
op June 3.

VICTORY OF HOOVER 
CREDITED 10 SOUTH 


Administration Force Won 
258 Votes for Resubmis- 
sion Plank. 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Con- 
siderable criticism is being voiced 
against the administration in wet cir- 
cles of the east because of the decid- 
ing part played in the prohibition 
plank fight by Hoover-controlled re- 
publican delegates frum the south. 


An analysis of the roll call on which 
the so-called “Hoover straddle” plank 
was adopted shov's that the adminis- 
tration owes its victory to the south- 
ern delegations. 

Thirteen states of the south, a nor- 
mally democratic area which is count- 
ed on to revert to its party traditions 
again this year, won the fight for the 
administration dampish plank. The 
southern tier gave 258 votes to the 
administration stand, against only 
eight for the Bingham repeal plank. 
Outside of the south, the convention 
was about evenly divided on the two 
planks, The 35 remaining states and 
territorial possessions voted 452 for 
repeal and 430 against. 

Because the southern delegates are 
dominated and controlled by the ad- 
ministration, the charge being made 
that most of them at the Chicago con- 
vention were postmasters or other fed- 
eral patronage beneficiaries, wet cir- 
cles of the east have been inclined to 
criticize the Hoover administration 
for preventing a free expression on 
the question within the party. 

Incidentally, the same bleek of 
southern votes saved the sealp of Vice 
President Curtis, who had been mark- 
ed for the tomahawk by other ele- 
ments of the party. Mr. Curtis, who 
had been opposed because of his age, 
aridity and lack of dynamic force, 
polled 174 votes out of 11 southern 
states, without which he hardly could 
have been nominated. Only the influ- 
ence of the administration over the 
southern delegations saved him.
